The Civil-Service Law. 


Following is the law relating to the 
persons holding office under the United 
States Government 

Section 1769 of the Statutes of the 
United States reads: Every 33 
holding any civil office to which be has 
been or may hereafter be ted by 
and with the consent and advice of the 


to hold such offi 
which he was appointed. 


Persons now in office will hold until 
their terms expire, unless removed by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, preference being given to per- 
sons disabled in the United States ser- 
vice. The Senate being Republican, it 
is not likely it would consent to tarn 
out a Republican and put in a Demo- 
erat, merely for the sake of pleasing the 
President, the applicant and bis Demo- 
cratic friends. 

Discussion of this law is now actively 
going on in the press of the country. 
A Washington Star reporter has talked 
with. several Democratic Senators who 
have discussed the situation as it will 
exist after the 4th of next March, with 
friends of theirs belonging to the Re- 
publican side of the chamber. They 
way the Senate will not offer any parti. 
san opposition to President Cleveland, 
or undertake in any manner to hamper 
his administration so long as he pur- 
sues a fair course. It is admitted that 
if the President should begin a whole-

Reform in Election Laws.

There should 
be a polling - place for every 200 voters.
